Cash returns to California
farmers from the sale of farm
products during 1948 reached
the new High level of $1,520,119,-
000, an increase of 31 per cent
over 1942, and more than double
the amount received in 1939.

California and Iowa, the re-
port states, lead the nation in
cash farm . income, alternating
from first to second rank from
year to year by a narrow mar-
gin. During 1942 Jowa led with
a total of $1,625,394,000, but Cal-
ifornia ranked first by a wide
margin among the states in
cash income from crops, with
13 per cent of the national to-
tal in 1943 compared to approxi-
mately 11 per cent in 1942,

California’s cash income from
crops last year $1,044,820,000, an
increase of 37 percent over the
preceding year,
